Despite these production tig- 
ures, Sir Arthur went on, the rate 
at which the United Nations have 
turned out shipping has not been 
equal to their military strength. 

In other words, the Allies have 
not produced ships as fast as 
military demands required and 
will require in 1943, 

“It follows,” continued Sir Arthur, 
“that the impact on the enemy in 
1943 wi'l be limited by the amount 
of shipping available to move men 
and equipment.” 

There is no doubt that Germany 
is building submarines faster than 
the Allies are sinking them, 
British shipping expert continued, 
but he declined to express opinions 
on the Nazi rate of production or 
the size of their underwater fleet.

Clearing the Arrears 


Mr, Iisley did not go the whole way in 
adopting the Ruml plan. He did not wipe 
out entirely the eight month arrears stand- 
ing against the payers of income taxes. 
For some the new arrangement will 
amount to this, but for others it will not. 
Those whose 1942 personal incomes came 
from wages, Salaries or profits are to be 
forgiven 50 per cent of the tax levy. Up 
to $3,000, those whose incomes came from 
investments are to be treated in the same 
way. In some cases this will work out to 
the cancellation of all arrears, half the 
levy being paid by the end of the year. In 
the other cases the balance, shown in re- 
turns to be made by June 30th, will have 
to be paid. 

From April ist all income taxpayers 
start on the new pay-as-you-go schedule, 
and it is stated that by that time most tax- 
payers will find themselves pretty well up 
with their arrears. From that time on, the 
monthly or quarterly payments will keep 
their income taxes 95 per cent paid-up.

Men Wanted 


“In 1941 Canada produced five billion 
feet of timber. In 1942, when the need was 
greater production dropped to four and a 
half billion feet. In 1943 production will 
be less than four billion feet. For essential 
purposes ten billion feet could be used. 
Total production possible under present 
labor conditions will not be sufficient to 
fill even the most urgent war needs.” 

This paragraph in an informative des- 
patch from an Ottawa correspondent ex- 
plains why building material is scarce, why 
priorities have to be applied where the use 
of lumber is involved, and how the grow- 
ing scarcity of manpower has cramped one 
important phase of the war effort. Not 
the war effort of Canada alone has been 
affected. Britain has been promised 40 
per cent of the cut along the British Col- 
umbia coast, and the shrinkage in the cut 
has reduced deliveries heavily from the 
amount expected when this arrangement 
was made, 

In Canada there is a shortage of lum- 
ber for hangars for the air force, docks 
for the navy, barracks for the army; for 
the construction of military truck bodies, 
for ship-building—including the building 
of landing barges needed for the invasion 
of Europe; for eulverts, bridges and hous- 
ing on the Alaska highway; for railway 
maintenance. 

Coupled with the scarcity of farm labor 
when more food is needed, this scarcity of 
timber-producers when twice the 1941 out- 
put is needed, present a situation that will 
have to be handled promptly and perhaps 
drastically. These needs are not neglig- 
ible, They are imperative. They must be 
met, and the only way to meet them is to 
divert men from other occupations or take 
them from the reserve army.

Religious Education 


The usual faulty and ill-considered rea- 
soning was put forward by Trustee L. D. 
Hyndman in opposing the movement for 
religious education in the schools. 

It is perfectly true, as Mr. Hyndman 
declared, that religious education is prim- 
arily the function of the church. It is also 
true that the church, in many respects, 
has failed to reach the great majority of 


youth. 
But the failure of the church—not 
necessarily through its own fault—to 


adequately educate youth in religious mat- 
ters, far from proving that other agencies 
should avoid the task, is al] the more rea- 
son why other agencies should undertake 
it. Religidus education is the function of 
the church. But it is not exclusively the 
function of the church. To establish the 
proper relationship between children and 
the Deity is the sacred and inescapable 
duty of every parent and of every man and 
woman in the community. 

It would be strange if the Edmon- 
ton school board should fail to realize the 
board's responsibility for establishing the 
Christian principle in this community, 
when the Government of Canada is ex- 
pending close to four billion dollars a year 
and innumerable precious lives to estab- 
lish that principle in the world 

For that is what the war means. It 1s 
a conflict between Christian ideas and 
non-Christian ideas. If religious education 
is not the business of the state, and every 
minute organism of the state, then neither 
is the war the business of the state. 

To eliminate the religious element from 
education is to make education a mere 
mechanica! process. It is to destroy the 
very meaning of education. For one can 
no more divorce religion from education 
than divorce a man from his soul. 


No Real Hardship 


Total expenditure by the Dominion 
Government during the coming fiscal year 
is calculated to be $5,500,000,000. Tn 
compares with a total outlay expected to 
reach $4,470,000,000 during the present 
year, which will end with the close of this 
month. 

The increase is something more than 
$1,000,000,000. Since the physical capac- 
ity of the nation is the only limit to the 
expansion of the war effort, it in fair to 
@sume that the actual outgo next year 
may be in excess of even the “astronom- 
ical” figures given in the budget state- 
ment. But it is generally conceeded that 


may say Canada is not doing its part, as 
they are the sufficient indication to Cana- 
dians themselves of how large that part is. 

To provide this money, and to thus 
support the national endeavor into which 
the money will mainly go, will in one way 
or another take something more than has 
hitherto been taken from the earnings of 
practically every person in Canada.

But at that, we in Canada are getting 
off easily in comparison to some of our 
Allies, who have no more to lose through 
defeat than we have and upon whom there 
rests no more direct responsibility tg 
strike down the Axis conspiracy against 
freedom, order and decency. 

Mr. Ilsley might have stated the fact 
more bluntly, but could hardly have stat- 
ed it more correctly than when he said: 
“The evidence is pretty clear that all we 
have experienced so far on the average is 
a moderate decline from the peak of war- 
time consumption and some inconvenience 
of shopping and travelling.” That will still | 
be true after the new budget provisions 
come into full effect at the first of next 
month.

C.C.F. and Tories in Accord 


Two Parties Agree on 
What Economic Changes 
Should Be Made

OTTAWA —If you were to step 
into the House of Commons and 
ask various members of Parliament 
what changes they think necessary 
in presene economic policy, you 
would get much the same answers 
from Conservatives and CC.F’s. 
This is 1emarkable, if for no other 
reason, because both pride them- 
selves on the dissimilarity of their 
views 

In the debate on the address, 
however, the C.C.F.’s voted for the 
Conservative amendment. This is 
the “state of the nation” debate; 
the annual free-for-all on general 
policy 

Having agreed on the oolicies 
outlized by the Conservatives, the 
two groups, of course, would part 
company. But their agreement must 
be reckoned a powerful influence 
upon the government. 

The Conservative amendment 
called tor a new manpower policy, 
better terms for labor, and higher 
prices. The amendment struck 
directly at the government's anti- 
inflation policy If accepted by 
the government—which it was not 
—it would destroy the price and 
the wace ceilings.

The C.C.F. members joined with 
the Conservatives in criticizing the 
price cejiing and demanding higher 
farm prices

“I know definitely that it was 
adherence to the price ceiling 
and wage stabilization policy that 
precipitated the whole matter.” 
He went further: “If we are to 
adhere to that (the wage ceiling), 
and use it as a basis for the next 
inquiry, then the War Labor 

Board has not authcrity to do 
more than what was done by the 
| Barlow commission and we shall 
have it all over again, even before 
it starts.” 

The steel strike, said Mr. Gillis, 
is not settled. The workers, he 
said, accepted the government's 
proposal and went back to their 
jobs, “with a proviso that, if their 
full terms and their full demands 
were not met within thirty days, 
they would resume the walk out.” 
The settlement, he said, was really 
an “armistice.”

; ence was under consideration to 
discuss plgns for a post-war inier- 
national food supply program, and 
to prevent famines or surpluses. 
Now it appears that the progam 
actually is broader than that of tood 
supply alone.

SPORTSHOTS

TORONTO, March 4+ (CP) — 
Death of Bill Taugher, 35, one of 
hockey’s finest goalkeepers 10 
years ago, recalls that Bill was the 
star of one of the greatest 
in Canada’s puck history—the On- 
tario junior final in 1926 between 
Taugher’s Kingston Frontenacs and 


North Bay. The game was played 
in Toronto and Kingston trailed by 
three goals in the third period 
They tied it up and each team 


scored in the first overtime period 


and again in the second, In the 


third extra period George Patter-| 


son fired the goal that gave Fron- 
tenacs a 6-5 win and sent them into 
the Memorial cup final where they 


lost to Calgary Canadians two 
games to one. Kingston Won the 


first game of the final 4-2 but lost 
the'next two by identical 3-2 scores. 

Patterson, now with Indian- 
apolis in the American League, is 
the only member of that Kings- 
ton team still playing hockey. 
Carl Voss and Taugher turned 
professional and Bill spent six 
years with Buffalo Bisons in the 
old International League before 
he was injured in March, 1934, in 
a game with London Tecumsehs, 
X-rays then showed Taugher suf- 
fered an injury to the base of his 
spine. He retired from hockey at 
a time when he was regarded as 
major league timber. Eighteen 
months ago he was stricken with 
paralysis and, despite an opera- 
tion for removal of 4 brain tumor, 
never recovered,

It was 6.30 p.m. now and almost 
dark. Our whaleboat was filled 
with weary swimmers. some of 
whom were very ill after having 
swallowed seawater on top of ice 
cream 

All the men except Ensign 
George Markham and myself had 
climbed the boarding netting drop- 
ped from the cruiser’s deck, when 
there was another terrific explo- 
sion aboard the Lex. The 16,000 to 
20,000 pounds of torpedo war-head 
guncotton finally had detonated 

George and I saw airplanes 
plates, planks, pieces large and 
small all going up into the air in 
the midst of a blinding white flame 
and smoke. We pressed lovingly 
against the heaving steel side of 
that cruiser, hugging her for sec- 
onds while the debris splashed into 
the sea . 


But even then, the apparently 
indestructible old Lex didn't 
sink. Instead, she began to burn 
harder than ever. Flames were 
shooting hundreds of feet into 
the air, where they were crowned 
by thick black smoke. In the 
Geepening twilight, it was a sight 
of awful majesty, one that wrung 
the hearts of ai! who watched. 
At 7:15 p.m. Admiral Fletcher 

gave a signal for the fleet to re- 
form and move away. The ships

NEW YORK, March 4.—(AP)—Adolf Hitler, in a mo- 
ment of exasperation, once called the Russians “swamp 


animals”. 


From questions I have been asked since my re- 


turn from Moscow, I gather many Americans think of them 


Actually, the Soviet 
often resembles an average Am- 
erican or Canadian boy. 

The winter victories of the Red 
army have added to his self-con- 
fidence, and new regulations have 
spruced up his appearance 
STARTLING CHANGE 

The placing of epaulettes on the 
Red army uniform constituted a 
startling change. These were once 
the ornaments of tbe Czarist sold 
iers, and therefore, to the Soviet 
people, the insignia of enemies of 
their state. Their restitution was 
taken by Moscow observers to in- 
dicate a return of the Soviet Union 
to traditions of old Russia. 

Another sign of this rooting of 
modern Russia in its past was 
seen in the creation of numerous 
decorations and orders, including 
those named -after the Czarist 
Marshals Surorov and Kutuzov, 

There were rumors in Moscow 
just as I left, that another change 
was coming: that the word “Tovar- 
ish,” or “Comrade,” used for a quar- 
terventury since the revolution 
would be dropped from the Red 
army vocabulary, in addressing sup- 


eriors, and- that “Gosrodin.” the 
-revolutionary word for “Mis- 
ter”, would be substituted. 
REGULAR FORMULA 
The Red army man follows a 
regular formula in speaking to his 
officers. He salutes. briskly, an- 
nounces his rank and name, and 


“I am listening to you, com- 
rade commander.” As the officer 
speaks, instead of “yes, sir,” he 
says again, “I listen to you.’ 

f addressed in a group, the Sov- 
jet soldier acknowledges orders by 
saying in unison: “we serve the 
Soviet Upion.” 

The base pay for a private is 
10 rubles a month, about $2 at the 
official exchange rate. This is 
doubled if he serves in a guards 
unit, so designated for particular- 
ly effective service. The pay rises 
rapidly with the rank. 

Women are common at the Rus- 
sian front. They wear side-arms 
and march in their own formations 
but do not go into action as such 
Some serve in compat as specialists 
such as snipers or machine-gunners, 
but most of them are nurses, clerks 
or waitresses. 


STUBBORN FIGHTERS 

If ordered to attack, the Red 
Army man hunches his way through 
dirt or dust, crawling 
then rising to 
charge his ovective is cap- 
tured or he is killed. If ordered to 
resist, he stands his ground stub- 
bornly 

This does not mean he is super 
human. There have been cases in 
the Red Army, as in any army, of 
men in the ranks wavering under 
fire. The penalty, in such a case, is 
immediate death. Severa! instances 
have been made known of men who 
faltered or fled, and were promptly 
shot by their superior officers 

This iron discipline is one of 
the outstanding characteristics 
of the Red army man. Another 
which has impressed observers 
is his endurance. He can fight 
his way forward, through terri- 
ble climatic conditions, for day 
after day, and still summon phy- 
sical strength for a further effort. 
He stays in the front line, with- 
out rifle, for months at a stretch.

Should Mahatma Gandhi die 
as a martyr, through fasting, 
there would be danger of a re- 
volution in India, says Dr. C. S. 
de Radwan, Polish lecturer and 
psychologist, who has arrived in 
the city for a series of speaking 
engagements. 

“There is a great misunderstand- 
ing of Gandhi,” Dr. Radwan says. 
“He was a student of Yogi, and as 
such, learned the secret of fast- 
ing.” 

Dr. Radwan added that the In- 
dian leader could fast for 21 days 
with the same effects experienced 
by ordinary persons fasting for 
three days 


REASONS FOR HATRED 


Native Indians, he said. do not 
hate the British any more than 
they hate other members of the 
white races.

Dr. Radwan said, is that the 
white race is superior 

Dr. Radwan was in Warsaw when 
the Germans attacked the city in 
1939.
